was then (this was about rheyear 1636) 
on Eafter-Day. This Juxon ” all the 
[time of preparation in Drunken wild 
Meetings, and was up late and Drunk 
on the Saturday night. Nevertheleſs, 


Relator, who knowing his Diſorder the 
night before, was much troubled : but 
had no remedy ; Church-Diſcipline not: 
being then fo pra&tiſed as ought to have 
been. "The amnion being ended, 
tuch of the Scholars as had the fear of 


God in their hearts, repaired to their 
Cloſets. Bur this Fuxon went immedi- ' 


ately to -a-Drunken-meeting, and there 
to a Cockhight, where he fell to his ac- 
 cuſt8med madneſs, and pouring out a 
volley of Oaths and Curſcs ; while theſe 
*were between his Lips, God ſmote' him 
dead inthe twinkle of an eye. And though

'on the Lords day, he came with others. 
t the Communion, and fat next to the 
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Fuxon were but young, and of 2-comely 
perſon, his Carcaſe was immediately 
corrupted as that the ſtench of it was in- | 
ſufferable, infomuch that no houſe would 
receive it ; and his Friends were forced 
to hire fome baſe Fellows to watch the 
Carcaſe till night and then with Pitch 
and fuch like Gums covered him in a 
Coffin, and 1o made a ſhift to endure his 
Interment. There ſtood by- a Scholar, 
whoſe name was George Hall, and who 
aQed his part with Juxoxin his prophane- 
neſs : but hewas ſo aſtoniſhed with this 
amazing Providence of God, as that he - 
tell down upon his knees, begging par- 
doning mercy irom Heaven, and' vow! 
& Reformation ; which vow theLord en- 
abled him to keep, ſo as that afterwards 
he became an able and famous Miniſter 
of rhe Goſpel. |

2. Experience nath proved thus to be a fal 
lacious way of trying Wuches, therefore it 
ought not to be practiſed.
